Townsend Club to 
Hear Address 


Strange Lands 
Enthrall Audience 
at Lecture 


Tragic notes from the Rus- 


sian revolution; comedy relief 
in his recounting of a trip over 
the Alps on an elephant; a 
thrilling tale of flying over th,e 
ruins of ancient Babylon with 
the little prince of Bagdad as 
passenger; and other rapid-fire 
stories from the memory of a 
roaming American correspon- 
dent, were told by Richard Hal- 
liburton, author and lecturer, 
to almost a capacity audience 
Wednesday night in Covina 
high school auditorium. 


From the wealth of his experi- 


ence one would expect to see a man 
of advanced age whose life was all 
in the past, but Halliburton is a 
comparatively young man, with all 
the fire and enthusiasm of youth, 
and one who, according to his own 
statement, is planning still more 
daring adventures into the most re- 
mote places of the earth. 


Halliburton came under the spon- 


sorship of the Junior Lions club of 
Covina, to which organization the 
community is deeply indebted for 
an unusual evening of entertainment 
and. historical enlightenment. Under 
the direction of 'president Larry 
Kendrick, with committees of ineifc- 
'bers, the local organization made a 
success of this affair. 


The speaker's background is be- 


wildering because of his many ad- 
ventures into strange places. He 
chose, however, to tell three episodes 
in his peculiar, machine-gun-like 
delivery, rushing his words like 
bursts of bullets, and utilizing his 
undoubted ability to dramatize, to 
alternate with tragedy, pathos and 
comedy. 
What was evidently 
a 


freakish desire to cross the Alps on 
an elephant as Hannibal is said to 
have done with forty elephants in 
times of antiquity, resulted in arous- 
ing awe, fear and curiosity among 
the simple, shut-in people of the 
Alpine villages, riding a trained fe- 
male pachyderm that played a har- 
monica clutched in her trunk, a 
temperamental beast that ran amuck 
in Paris, and again very nearly de- 
moralized a large segment of the 
Italian army, met on a high moun- 
tain road. The story of this journey 
was fascinating and amusing.

Soot-Smeared Bandits 


Wound Irwindale Man 


Bullets and flashing knives enliv- 


ened an ordinarily-quiet scene on 
Irwindale avenue Tuesday evening, 
when Raymond Guerrero, Mexican 
storekeeper, refused to surrender to 
two bandits, although wounded in 
the shoulder from the discharge of 
a twenty-two calibre revolver. 


Described as a young Mexican and 


a young American, two hold-up men 
entered Guerrero's store, demanding 
the money from the cash-drawer, 
he related to deputy sheriffs from 
the San Dimas substation. The pro- 
prietor seized a butcher knife and 
started a counter-offensive, at which 
time one of the bandits fired and 
wounded him. 


Guerrero told officers the two men 


walked into his store at about 8 
o'clock. The American suspect pull- 
ed out what was described as a 
twenty-two calibre blue steel re- 


volver and ordered Guerrero to 
"give us the money," Guerrero de- 
clared. At the same time, the Mexi- 
can jumped over the counter near 
where Guerrero stood, he said. 


It was then that Guerrero seized 


a butcher knife and began chasing 
the Mexican. The American fired 
two shots from his revolver into the 
counter, one striking Guerrero in 
the leg after penetrating the counter. 


The men fled, driving away in a 


black sedan, the victim told officers. 
Guerrero was taken for treatment to 
the Baldwin Park office of Dr. Har- 
vey Greene, who removed the bullet 
and declared the wound not critical. 


The American bandit was describ- 


ed as 22 or 23 years old, five feet 
seven 
inches 
tall, weighing 140 


pounds, and the Mexican as 22, short 
and stocky. Both had smeared their 
faces with soot as a disguise.

A face-lifting on a gigantic 


scale is being performed for 
the eight-million-gallon reser- 
voir of the Covina Irrigating 
company on San Bernardino 
road under direction of Super- 
intendent E. H. Walters, with 
the work under contract to the 
Cement 
Gun 
Construction 


company. 


Entire interior of the great bowl 


is undergoing a new facing by the 
gunite process on the sloping side- 
walls, with a mixture of standard 
Portland cement and finely-graded 
aggregate mixed in a dry stale and 
shot thru the cement gun. 


The mixed materials are conveyed 


by compressed air thru a hose to 
the point of application. Water is 
injected into the traveling stream of 
material just before it leaves the 
hose, and is thoroughly mixed in the 
nozzle. 


According to Mr. Walters, this 


method produces greater density, 
strength and water-proofing quali- 
ties than any other method of plac- 
ing mortar and concrete. 


The new lining will be two inches 


in thickness, the slab being strength- 
ened with a heavy welded steel 
mesh four inches ; square. The ma- 
tepal is blown intio this wire fabric. 
Especial care and skill are being 
used to obtain a bonding or adhesion

ent wall and floor. Mr. Walters said 
that many years will be added to 
the life of the' reservoir at a cost of 
approximately $5000. The improve- 
ment is for the purpose of prevent- 
ing leakage in the walls, and guards 
against erosion of the dirt banks 
which might be caused by small 
leakage. 


This reservoir is a part of one of 


the largest irrigating systems in the 
San Gabriel valley, serving as stor- 
age for gravity water from San Ga- 
briel canyon, and from the giant 
pumps at Baldwin Park plant, the 
water being pumped for a distance 
of about three and one-half miles to 
this location.

A sturdy individual, forthright in his business dealings,' 


distinctly of the old school in politics, passed away from 
this scene of life last Friday in the person of L. L. Los- 
tutter of Pomona, seventy-three years old, for years at the 
head of the big building and loan association of that area, 
an institution largely of his own creation. He died follow- 
ing an automobile crash in Orange county. 


It was my privilege to know him well, as he was in- 


terested in many Covina valley properties thru his loan 
association, and he also was active in every campaign for 
the Republican party. If one were to attempt to think of 
some individual who most nearly epitomized the Repub- 
lican party of past years it would be L. L. Lostutter who 
would come to mind in connection with political affairs in 
the east end of the county. 


Lostutter was a shrewd organizer, a good business man, 


with banking training in the early days of the northwest, 
a staunch friend if one could win his friendship, conserva- 
tive in all his activities. He was prominent in state poli- 
tics for many years, at one time a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for congress in this district. He served 
the Republican party on committees, where his judgment 
was always respecte.d 


His passing removes another of the old school, leaving 


only a handful of men who helped to direct public affairs 
in this area in the last thirty or forty years. Like most of 
the members of the "Old Guard," Lostutter was very much 
out of sympathy with the political trends of the past de- 
cade, but he was of the kind that keep friends. Thruout 
the Pomona valley especially, he leaves a very large num- 
ber of friends and associates to mourn him.

Like every other man-made in- 
stitution, the church sadly needs construc- 
tive criticism, but it does not get it because 
the subject is one of the most highly-contro- 
versial in our world. Individuals, groups of 
individuals, newspapers and other publica- 
tions, refrain from any open criticism of the 
church, because such criticism, much as the 
church needs it, is mistaken for attack. 


Our constitution in this country provides 


freedom to worship God, and this most em- 
phatically means that sects and creeds shall 
not be harassed, or their activities made diffi- 
cult, by those who may b8 bent on destroy- 
ing these beliefs. And this is as it should be. 
But this constitutional provision also works 
to shut off and to shut out any criticism of 
any nature of any form of religion, because 
such criticism immediately becomes contro-

When the grapefruit was introduced er~ Write«' cProject' WPA' 
into England in the middle of the I G^P^™1* first appears in record- 
nineteenth century, with it came a 
curious legend to the effect that it 
was the "forbidden fruit," instead of 
the apple, which Eve bit and handed 
to Adam, and hence brought about 
the downfall of mankind. 


So strongly was this ancient legend 


entrenched in the popular mind that 
the grapefruit was known by the 
name of "forbidden fruit" and "para- 
dise fruit," and the English would 
have nothing to do with it as a 
medicine. 


Although this fable has little ac- 


tual truth (or else Adam was more 
than ordinarily susceptible), one can 
readily understand at least one rea- 


ed history as a fruit of a small wile 
tree (citrus ducamana), which was 
a native of the Malay Archipelago 
From there it found its way into In- 
dia. 
In the 1500's it was discovered

The chief rea- 
son for its long deferred use was its 
bitter quinine-like flavor, and be- 
cause the more palatable orange and 
lemon were available to a limited 
degree but in sufficient quantity to 
outfit exploring expeditions. 


Original name of the grapefruit— 


so known modernly because it grows 
in clusters, like grapes—is shaddock. 
As a matter of fact, wherever the 
grapefruit is grown it bears a differ- 
ent name, such as pomelo, pommelo, 
pumelo, and pompelmoose. 


As a fruit it never amounted to 


anything until California and Florida 


rchard experts took it in hand, de- 


veloped it and made it palatable. 
This has happened within the last 
thirty years.' 


Latest statistics on production of 


grapefruit show that in the 1935-36 
season the United States had a 
grapefruit harvest of 45,000 carloads. 
Of this amount, 35,000 cars came j 
from Florida and the Rio Grande! 
section of Texas. The remaining 10,- ! 
000 cars came from the California- 
Arizona section, the former with 
4924 cars and the latter 4524 cars. 
In California there are 18,000 trees; j 
in Arizona 12,500 trees. 


Shipments are increasing with the 


gradual maturing of new trees. Most 
of the California-Arizona grapefruit 
is consumed in the western states 
nearest the Pacific coast. Principal 
variety grown in California is the 
Marsh 
seedless, 
introduced 
here 


from Florida. According to Los An- 
geles seedsmen and orchardists, the 
grapefruit is best budded on its own 
stock, or the sour orange.

Don't Pick 
the Pretty 
Poison Oak! 


Don't be tempted to pick any of 


the 
greenish-yellow, 
tassel-like 


flowers now in bloom in Los An- 
geles county watershed areas. 


If you do, you will probably suffer 


all the misery that comes from con- 
tact with poison oak which, accord- 
ing to Spence D. Turner, county for- 
ester and fire warden, is now in 
bloom here. 


"Some people are very susceptible 


to poison oak, and I have known 
cases where its poison was contacted 
from touching soil containing leaf 
mould formed from it," Turner ex- 
plained. "It is advisable for such 
persons, when going into places 
where it grows, to see a druggist anc 
apply something to their hands anc 
faces beforehand. 


"The plant can easily be distin- 


guished by its glossy leaves of bright 
green, with their irregularly wavy 
edges. They grow in groups of three 
leaflets to a stem. In later summer 
these leaves turn red—offering an- 
other temptation for amateur botan- 
ists to contact the poison." 


Turner revealed that the poison 


oak, like the poison ivy of eastern 
states, is not an oak at all but a j 
member of the sumac family. 
It 


grows as a shrub in open places and 
as a vine in shady spots.
